Of the free town library of New Durham for the year be- 
ginning Feb. 15, 1901. 

Whole number of books in library 2 4. 

During the past year 120 volumes have been placed in the 
library by the trustees, one was given by Helen M. Ricker, 
and 6 by a friend; also a number of reference books by the 
state, making 20 volumes of the state reports. There has 
been two volumes rebound. : | 

The trustees on Feb. 16, 1901, received $84.75; also on 
Feb. 11, 1902, they received $25.20 which they have ex- 
pended for books and the librarian’s salary, they also have in 
the press, catalogues being printed which will be ready be- 
fore their year is up. 

The circulation since the new books were added has more 
than doubled. 

We have now 254 volumes of good readable books as ca 
be found in the average of libraries in our state.

SCHOOL REPORT 


Another year having rolled around your school board in 
compliance with the requirements of statue law will present 
the following report on the condition of schools in town. In 
every instance our teachers, whose lot has been to haves tudi- 
ous scholars with good home discipline, have been very suc- 
cessful and examinations were satisfactory. 

On one or two occasions there were slight disturbances 
which were not pleasant, but where it existed it has been 
traced to outside sources. Home discipline is essential if we 
want good school discipline. If parents are indifferent in re- 
gard to the way their children attend gchool it isa greater 
hindrance than inefficient teachers, and if we want our child- 
ren to be up to the standard intellectually, we must not allow 
them to stay out of school at their own pleasure. We cannot 
expect them to make much advancement in this way. The 
welfare of our town in the years to come will depend largely 
on our children and their education. This is a very important 
factor. If we want good citizens, if we want good town gov- 
ernment in later years, we must educate our children. 

The schools have been in session twenty four weeks, with 
the exception of one, which was in session twenty weeks. 
All of the schools have been visited by parents and_ friends, 
which is helpful to both pupils and teachers. We think in- 
struction has been thorough, although somewhat impaired in 
some schools by irregular attendance, yet there were quite a 
number of names on the roll of honor. During the past year 
we have made a change in our arithmetics; a change which 
seemed necessary, the old ones being worn yery badly from 
years of use. 

We extend our thanks to all those who have kindly used 
their influence in the advancement of our schools.
